Washington, Aug. 3 (IP) — The 
government’s new gold vault at 
Fort Knox , Ky ., is going to be 
the last word in monetary fort­ 
resses. 
The pains which the govern­ 
ment is taking to make the vault 
impregnable were revealed to­ 
day for the first time by a study 
of the plans. 
The vault will be suspended in 
the middle of a sq uare building 
with walls, roof and floors two 
feet thick. The walls and roofs 
will be faced with granite. 
The vault itself, into which the 
government 
ex pects 
to 
store 
much of the gold now housed in 
New York City and at the Phil­ 
adelphia mint, will be 40 by 64 
feet and ex tend through nearly 
two complete stories of the build­ 
ing. 
That space, allowing for cor­ 
ridors and the like, would be big 
! enough to store $19,000,000,000 in 
| gold — more than the world’s 
¡present monetary supply . 
The two-foot thick walls of the 
vault itself will be of highly un- 
j usual construction. 
Steel coils 
j will be set in them, lacing into 
I one another and with a steel rod 


running down through the in ter­ 
lacings to hold them together. 
Thus, even though much of the 
concrete were removed, the steel 
coils, too small for even a m na’s 
hand 
to 
be 
shoved 
through 
them, would remain as a barrier. 
The vault will be open to con­ 
tinual inspection from all four 
sides and top and bottom. There 
will be an 18 inch space under 
its floor and one of eq ual size 
over its ceiling. 
These spaces 
will be eq uipped with brilliant 
lights, and mirrors are to be in ­ 
stalled to give guards an ex ­ 
cellent view of the lighted space. 
Throughout the whole build­ 
ing, sensitive microphones will 
be installed and connected to a 
central guard room. 
The top floor of the complete 
building will be set back from 
the first floor and the walls of 
the first floor will ex tend up­ 
ward far enough to provide a 
parapet abound all four sides of 
the building. 
Four machine gun turrets with 
underground entrances to the 
main building will be erected 
outside. 
The new building will cost 
$4 50 ,0 0 0 .

Dr. Marshall Sex to n was bo m 
January 29 , 1823 and spent his 
life in Rush co unty .

and ho no rable 
dealing. He was surgeo n o f the 
Fifty -seco nd 
Indiana 
during 
the Civ il war until 186 3 when he 
resigned o wing to bad health. He

tio n. 
These are but a few 
o f o ur 
early families that left no table 
histo ry behind. Co ming do wn to 
the present we find a different 
peo ple and manner. 
The latest great change is the 
liquo r questio n. Pro hibitio n has 
been repealed. That pro hibitio n 
in Indiana was a failure was 
plain to be seen. To day we hav e 
a kind o f liquo r law that permits

Lo cal histo ry o f 
co urse makes up a great deal 
while o ther co rrespo ndence is no 
small part. 
The day may , and I ho pe will 
co me when so me o ne will print 
a co py o f Rush co unty —perso nal 
histo ry . We hav e had a wo nder­ 
ful histo ry and well wo rth pre­ 
serv ing as we hav e had a no table 
peo ple. Go ing back to an early 
day we find early histo ry in per­ 
so nal descriptio n o f early famil­ 
ies. 
Standing near the no rtheast 
co rner o f the co urt ho use is a 
sto re descriptiv e o f the earliest 
settler and settlement in Rush 
co unty which co rrespo nds 
v ery 
po o rly with that settler’s grav e in 
the lo wer grav ey ard. 
Harmo ny 
Laughlin may be classed as o ur 
first settler and his wo rk stands 
as primitiv e in the co unty . 
So o n fo llo wed a Pugh and his­ 
to ry tells us they o r he made his 
wo rk.
